Speech of Secretary Schurz 
at Indianapolis. 


The Two Great Parties Contrasted 
and Their Records Compared. 


A Masterly Oration and Argument, Clearly 
and Pointedly Defining the Claims of 
the Republican Party aud Expos, 
ing tha Inconsistencies of 
the Democracy.

Below we prerent the masterly argu­ 
ment of Secretary Carl Schurz in advocacy 
of the election of James A. Garfield. 
It 
was delivered at Indianapolis one week 
ago to-day. 
Ilia reception in that city 
amounted to an ovation, and the audience 
which listened to his speech was pro­ 
nounced one of the most orderly and 
largest, and by all odds the best audience 
ever gathered in that city : 
Fvllow-Citizens : I «hall appeal not to y ur pas­ 
sions, hut to your reason, and without any resort to 
the artifice* of oratory, give you a plain, practical 
taik. The language of party warfare is apt to fly 
to violent exaggeration* f .r the purpose of produc­ 
ing strong impressions; the 1 tnguage of reason and 
common sense will abstain from them. 
Let me say 
at I he outset, therefore, that I do not agree with 
those who speak of the present moment as the 
greatest crisis in the history of American affairs, 
'lhe questions we have to dispose of are not those 
of immediate life or death; hut the bearing they 
have upon the future welfare of the nati n, and 
upon those interests which most nearly affect us, is 
i.uportant enough to make us consider well what we 
are doing, to call for our best judgment, and a 
strenuous effort to put. that judgm-. nt into execu­ 
tion. 
WHAT DO WE WANT? 
In the first place let us make it clear in our own 
minds what, we want. The answer i.?, iu a general 
term, that we want a good government; that if we 
have it, we must endeavor to ke p it, and if we 
hav e not, we must endeavor to get it. 
What is good 
government7 we may answer again, in general 
terms, th»t it is a government which well under­ 
stands the public business, and, understanding it, 
transacts it within the lirnia « fits constitutional 
power, intelligently, honestly, and justly. The sec­ 
ond question we have to answer to ourselves is, how 
far the government we have comes up to these 
requisites, how far the principles upon w hich it acts, 
the method* it en ploy*, the aims it pursues, and 
the degree <>f efficiency it develop*, answer the pub­ 
lic need, and how far in this respect we ovghtto 
preserve what we have or look for other things we 
have not. 
THE RECORD. 
As a member of the present Administration now 
on the point of yielding its power into the hands of 
a new set of public se vants, I may be permitted to 
appeal to the candid judgm .nt of the American 
people as to the manner in which the public busi- 
ntst has been con ucted during the last three years 
While it might be natural that, bearing a part of the 
responsibility myself, 1 should be inclined to lake a 
favorable vU w of its performances, still 1 feel that 
my ways of thinking are independent enough not to 
betray me into mere part isa . eulogy. 
I thiuk I am 
not exaggerating when I say that the fair-minded 
men of the country will admit, an i do admit in 
their hearts to-day, that, on the whole, the public 
business has been conducted by 
THIS ADMINISTRATION, 
As far as it was in its control, honestly, intelli­ 
gently, «lid «successfully. 
I should he the last man 
to claim perfection for it, for as one of those who 
had an opportunity to watch affairs in de-tail, I am 
well aware of errors committed and of failures suf­ 
fered in this and that respect. No administration of 
government ever has been or ever will he free from 
them. It has maintains t the public faith and 
raised the credit of the United Slates to a |>oint 
never reached before. It has with consistent energy 
followed a policy relieving the country of the evils 
of an irrational and dangerous money system, and 
greatly promoted the prosperity of the people by 
the restoration of specie payments. It has funded 
euormous masses of the uatioual indebtedness 
at a lower interest, and 
thus 
saved many 
millions 
a 
year 
to 
the 
taxpayer. 
It 
has 
faithfully executed the laws with a conscientious ob­ 
servance of sound c-.nstituti nal principles. 
By its 
fidelity to these constitutional principles it has re­ 
moved m*ny obstarles w hich stood in the way of a 
friendly understanding between the different sec­ 
tions of the country and different clashes of the 
people. It has. under trying circumstances, when 
the public peace was disturbed by riot and violence 
on the part of a numerous class of citizens, great'y 
aided the restoration of order and security hy a 
calm an«l moderate employment o f the limited 
power at its command, w ithout in any case resorting 
to a doubtful etretch of authority. 
It has 
REFORMED MANY ABUSES 
In the public service, i fused a higher sense of duty 
into its ifferent branches, raised its moral tone, in­ 
creased its efficiency, punished dishonesty, and kept 
the service unsullied hy the scandals arising from 
lax notions of ««fficial integrity. In saying this 1 
am not unmindful of the fact that the reform <jf the 
public service has not overcome in so high a degree 
as was intended and as was desirable the obstacle* 
opposing it in the shape of inveterate political habit 
and antagonistic interest. The service s now show*- 
ing a greater degree of efficiency, a higher moral 
sp rit and a stronger sense of duty than has pre­ 
vailed perhaps at any time since the period when 
the administra ive machinen* was demoralized by 
the introduction of the s^dls system. It has in 
many of its branches introduced rules and methods 
which have borne excellent fruit, and are capable of 
the most beneficient development if further carried 
on hy coming administrations In sympathy with 
them 
Everybody sees reason to l*x>k hopefully 
into the future, provided the conduct of our public 
affairs remains as good as it has been. 
THE PARTIES AND CANDIDATES. 
We have to d al with two parties and their can­ 
didates. The Republican party, with James A. Gar­ 
field at its hea i, and the Democrat c party, with 
General Hancock. 
I do not deem it necessary to 
discuss the possibility o the victory of the Green­ 
back party and their nominees, for the simple reason 
that their chances of success are not perceptible to 
the ordinary eye, and that their organization may 
be looked up*»n as a mere tender to the Democracy. 
I wish to state the question mildly, for 1 am not 
partisan erne gh—indeed my orthodoxy iu that 
respect has now and then been questioned—to 
deal in wholesale and indiscriminate denuncia­ 
tion of our opponents. I do not mean to incite 
your prejud ces ami inflame your passions, but 
to discuss facts, and to draw from them legiti­ 
mate conclusions. 
I do not want the party to 
which I belong to depend for success upon the fail­ 
ings of its opponents, and I am therefore not in­ 
clined to exaggera e the latter. 
In this respect, 
therefore, 1 sincerely decl re that I wish well to the 
Denv crat.c party. * 1 once participated 
in an 
attempt, which attempt miscarried, to move up to 
the progressive requirement* of the times. The 
contending political parties in a Republic should be 
such in point of mental and moral constitution and 
tit Ability that the Government may be i’ trusted to 
either without serious apprehension for the safety of 
the public interest. 
Since the downfall and disap- 
[>c irance «*f the siave power as a compact |H>litieal 
tit crest, from which the Democratic party, more 
than twenty years ago, derived its morals, its logic, 
its |M>litical skill and statesmanship, that party has 
BEEN FLOUNDERING ABOUT, 
out of logical connection with the questions of the 
day ; never knowing the time of day ; always look* 
ins* f *r something to turn up, and when something 
.iiii turn up. tqjoiling it; lamely lagging ui the rear 
*f the «vents and requirements of the day ; always 
behind ; denouncing us impossible things that were 
aircadv aci-omplndu d facts; with a stiange inca­ 
pacity to understand the present and to measure the 
future, inak ng itself the recipient and rallying 
point for all dangerous and obstructive tendencies 
and elements, and thus committing blunder after 
blunder, which at the moment of their birth it uni­ 
formly glorified in as grujit strokes of policy, from 
the secession movement in 1861 dow n to the nom­ 
ination of General Hancock in 1S80. 
It is not my habit to rake up the embers of past dis­ 
cords and to substitute for the living questions of 
the present issues which lie behind u s ; but if we 
want to ascertain the prevailing tendencies and the 
present capability for good government of the Dem­ 
ocratic party in accordance with the spirit and re­ 
quirements of the present day, it is not unfair to re­ 
view some striking experiences as illustrations. 
Looking hack to the year 1804, the fourth year of 
the civil war, when the Southern Confederacy was 
near the totvl exhaustion of its re«K*urees, we find 
tiio 
Dcimwratic 
party in national 
convention 
solemnly declaring that the war was a failure and 
must be abandoned. A few months afterward 
THE TRIUMPH OF OUR ARMS 
Was decided, and tlio Confederacy collapsed, the 
restoration of our Union was ajsured, and the De­ 
mocracy was forced to acknowledge that the war 
had been a success. 
When slavery breathed its last, aud its abolition 
had become an evident loirical necessity, requiring 
nothing more than the form of law, the Democratic 
party declared that the abolition of slavery would be 
the ruin o f tho country and must by all means be 
averted. Who is there to den}* now that the aboli 
tion of slavery was an absolute necessity, and has 
turned out a blessing? The Democrats are com­ 
pelled to admit it themselves. 
FATING ITS WORDS. 
When os measures of settlement the thirteenth, 
fourteenth and fifteenth amendments wer¿ jwissed, 
the Democratic party declared them void and en­ 
titled to no respect, and almost immediately after­ 
ward found itself comp'd led to admit that for the 
peace of the country and as a basis for future devel­ 
opment (hoc constitutional amendments had to be 
mnintaaincd 
When the Republicans in Congress had passed the 
resumption Act iu 1875, an 1 the fruit of the restora­ 
tion of specie payments was almost ripe to be 
plucked, the Demoratic party in its National Con­ 
vention of 1870 thought it a smart thing to declare 
that the very Act passed for bringing s]>eeie pay­ 
ments was an impediment in its way and must be 
repealed. And who is there to deny now* that had 
the Act been repealed under the pressure of all the 
i'.flation elements in the county}*, the confu.don of 
our financial policy JKCcwarily ensuing would hava 


prolonged the evils of an irredeemable paper cur 
rency under which we were then suffering? 
And n<>* in this year of 1880, wucn the war issues 
are fairly behind u s; wheu, by its conciliatory spirit 
and.its strict observance of constitutional princi­ 
ples, the Government has removed all the elements 
of discord between the two sections which it was in 
its own power to remove ; w hen, aided by a wise and 
successful financial policy, general prosperity is 
again blessing the land, and when ti e people look 
alnive all things for enlightened practical statesman­ 
ship that well understands the questions it has to 
deal with to foster and develop that prosperity ; new 
the Democratic party knows uothing better to do 
than to set aside all its statesmen of known and set­ 
tled opinions, political experience and training, and 
to nominate for the Presidency a Major-General of 
the regular army, a professi nal soldier, who has 
never been anything else but that, and who from the 
very nature and necessities of his profession has al­ 
ways stood aloof from the management of political 
questions. 


GENERAL HANCOCK. 
I certainly shall not attempt to deprecate the char­ 
acter o f General Hancock and the great services 
which he has rendered to the country. 
But the 
question is not whether w e shall honor a deserving 
General. The question is whether that deserving 
General would be the kind of a Piesideut the coun­ 
try needs, a President who can be depended upon to 
successfully solve the problems of statesmanship 
which are now before u s; to preserve the **ood 
things already done aud improve upon them. To 
lead battalions of brave men against a fortified posi­ 
tion orto wiu a campaign by a dashing maneuver is 
one thing; to regulate the finances of the country 
in such fi way that the blessings of a sound cur­ 
rency may be permanently* cured to us ; to develop 
oui commercial opportunities ; to organize the civil 
service in such a manner that it may conduct the 
public bus.ms» upon sound business principles, is 
another; and, in the latter case, the brave spirit 
which storms hostile batteries and lays low invading 
hosts does not appear in the first line of importance. 
I cannot impress it too strongly on your minds that 
there can be no greater difference than that between 
the handling of troops iu a campaign and the hand­ 
ling of the {political force* of a great people and tne 
handling of the political affairs o f a great govern­ 
ment. 
. 
IT Ml’ST NOT BE FORGOTTEN 
That this Government is no longer the simple ma­ 
chinery it was in the early days of the Republic. 
The bucolic age o f America is over. The interests 
the Government has to deal with are no longer those 
of a small number of agricultural communities, 
w ith here and there a commercial town. They are 
the interests of nearly 50,000,000 of people, spread 
over an immense surface, with occupations, pursuits 
and industries of endless variety and great magni­ 
tude; large cities with elements of population 
scarcely known here in the early days, and all these 
producing aspirations aud interests so pushing, pow­ 
erful and complicated iu their nature, and so con­ 
stantly appealing to tho Government rightfully or 
wrongfully, that the requirements of statesmanship 
demauded in this age are far different from those 
which sufficed a century ago. 
PRESIDENTIAL DUTIES. 
If all the President had to do were to select seven 
men who agree with him as to the pr.nripal objects 
to he accomplished, and then consult and agree 
with them about the means to he used, undisturbed 
by the pressure of outside forces, it would, indeed, 
he a comparatively easy and a comfortable thing. 
But the fact is that tho President of the United 
States, by the very nature of his }K>sition, is obliged 
to spend far more time in listening to the advice and 
the wishes ami the urgency of meu outride of his 
Cabinet than to his consultations with Cabinet min­ 
isters themselves. The opposition he may encounter 
from the opposing party in Congress ’and in the 
press is in most cases the least of the difficulties he 
has to contend w'ith. The greatest puzzles that are 
apt to jierplex and somctimis overwhelm his mind 
come Iron» his own party, who have a claim upon 
his attention and insist to nave that claim respecred. 
Not only upon the great measures of his administra 
tioi, but upon every «leta l, the advice of the mem­ 
bers of his party, especially those i:'. Congress, is 
urged upo ¡ him with all imaginable sorts of motive. 
There is scarcely an appointment he has to make, 
there is certainly not a reform he wants to execute, 
that he will not have to carry through a siege and 
storm of opposing wishes and interests. Every ob­ 
ject lie pursues will run counter to the wishes not 
only of his opponent*, hut some of nis friends; every 
ref«»rra, the execution of which may apj>ear to him 
desirable, will 
TREAD UPON THB TOES 
Of somebody whose interests lie in the abuse to be 
reformed, or who has a friend to pro ect who is con­ 
nected with i t ; and all these pleas, representations, 
remonstrances, urgencies and pressures go to the 
President, not through the members of his Cabinet, 
hut behind their backs ; and it is a matter of long 
and varied experience that unless the President him­ 
self has a sufficient Knowledge of affairs, a clear eye 
to see through arguments and motives, and that 
temper and skill which are necessary to resist with­ 
out offending, and to conciliate without giving up 
his objects, he will inevitably be run over and la­ 
mentably fail. I speak from experience when I say 
that most of the good things that have been done 
under this Administration, whatever merit the re­ 
spective Cabinet ministers may deserve for them, 
are no less due to the clear-headed aud faithful sup­ 
port, frequently called the “ amiable obstinacy,” 
with which President Hayes stotxl behind them by 
warding off the opposition. It is for such reasons of 
inestimable benefit to an administration that the 
President himself should have had the exjicrience of 
active w'«>rk in legislative bodies, and esjiccially in 
the Congress of the United ¡States. 
HE BELONGS IN THE ARMY. 
Now put, for the sake of argument, in that most 
trying fiositiou, General Hmcock or any man trained 
exclusively m the walks of army life, of which he is 
so conspicuous an ornament—1 mean a man not en­ 
dowed with that intuitive genius which I have 
spoken of, and which even h s most ardent friends, 
as 1 understand, do not claim for General Hancock. 
What has there Leen in the school of his past life to 
fit him for it? A sa boy he w*as accepted by the 
Government as a cadet at West Point, aud that was 
his college and university. I have high respect for 
that military school. Every branch of military sci­ 
ence is taught there, I have no doubt, with knowl­ 
edge, skill and success. The principles <jf militar}’ 
honor and the great law of command and obedience 
are inculcated as the guiding stars of the future life 
of the student. The affairs of ordinary human ex­ 
istence outside of the military profession, and the 
problems it has to deal with, are necessarily treated 
as matters of only secondary moment. Our military 
school at West Point has given us many glorious 
soldiers who have adorned the history of the coun­ 
try ; hut it has never been pretended that it was 
meant to be, or was, a sch«»<»l of statesmanship. 
That school absolved, the young man entered into 
the regular army serv ice. Of ali classes of our soci­ 
ety it may be said that our regular army is the most 
exclusive, the m«jst widely separated from the ordi­ 
nary business life of the people iu point of sympathy, 
duty and habit. It may be said, therefore', without 
exaggeration, that in a hundred cases to one, by 
taking an old regular army officer, who has never 
been anything else, and putting him into the highest 
and most difficult political positiuu, you may spoil 
an excellent General in making 
A POOR PRESIDENT. 
There he is, with an honest intention to do right 
and to serve his country. Problems of financial 
policy suddenly rise up before him—questions of 
revenue, of commerci »1 policy, rot iu the way of 
general maxims and vague principles, but in the 
mysterious shape of practical problems to he applied 
to a given state of circumstances; questions of 
party politics, where the interests of »lie public and 
of the party are curiously mixed together in bewild­ 
ering confusion. The man at the head of affairs 
means to 
right; let us assume his Cabinet officers 
mean the same. But now a host of senators, Rep­ 
resentatives, prominent leaders from all parts 
of the country swarm in upon him. Having 
never had any practical contact with the work­ 
ings of financial or commercial systems, haviug 
stood aloof from the intricacies of jHilitical manage­ 
ment, the man at the head of the Government is the 
objective point of all their efforts. He has to meet 
a multitude of arguments put at him by a multitude 
of n » - i i i -‘U i a hundred different motives, all seem­ 
ing to him im. ortant, because all are to him new; 
not a few amoug the most prominent of those who 
urge their opinions most strongly upon his min«l, 
trained and skilled hy long practical schooling in all 
arts «if covering up the weak points of their cases 
and concealing their motives by speciousargumen.s, 
and of making private interests appear thoeeof the 
public. They have all contributed to his election 
and success ; they are all entitled to his regard ; he 
has heard of them all as prominent men entitled to 
respect; he has considered them all as men eutitled 
to credit; and now he discovers that 
THEIR OPINIONS CLASH, 
And that their aims are different and contradictory. 
Scores of them beseeching him with their urgency 
to make him believe that the Cabinet minister lie 
trusts, by the things he attempts to cany out, is iu- 
juring the party upon whose permanence the life, or 
at least the welfare, of the republic depends. He lias 
yet to learn that the Senator in his State, or the 
Congressman in his district, has interests of his ow n, 
peculiar to himself; that those interests are some­ 
times not exactly those of the country or even those 
of the party at large ; that the man who is recom­ 
mended to him for high official position, as a model 
citizen of the republic, has attained that ¡vosition, in 
the opinion of his hacker, less by services rendered 
to the commonwealth than by services rendered to a 
person ; that the same man will be represented to 
him by others, not as the model citizen, but as a vil­ 
lain who cannot be trusted a moment. He will he 
told that those who judge of political objects and the 
mcan9 hy which to attain them from a higher stand­ 
point than mere jiersoual or partisan interest, are 
amiable theorists, who are well enough in their 
way, hut are useless in the practical conduct of poli­ 
tics ; that the practical politician, who cares less for 
public questions, hut is skilled in toe management 
of men, is after all the man who can alone he count­ 
ed upon to preserve the power of his party, and 
thereby the salvation of the republic. And when 
he has goue through this for weeks aud mouths, and 
HIS HEAD BEGINS TO SWIM 
In the confusing contest of interests and ambitions 
entirely new to him, and he fceis himself in many 
tilings he has done or ¡eft undone under a pressure 
giving him no rest of mind, a helpless tool of for­ 
eign wills instead of being the director of things, 
he will then conclude that the repulse of the fiercest 
onset at the battle of Gettysburg and the caking of 
the angle of intr n«*hments in the Wilderness, 
glorious feats of arms, were after all very simple 
things compared with this. And as he goes on and 
gradually the light of experience dawns u|>on him, 
aud he discover.* glimmers of truth and finds him­ 
self unable to correct mistakes irre*rievablv made, 
and to redress injuries irremediably inflicted and to 
recover failures which have then become juirt of the 
history o f the country, he finally will sec reason to 
wish that his friends had permitted him to enjoy his 
militar}’ renown in peace i stead of c asting over it 
a cloud of civil failure. 
But what is likely to hap 
lien to such a man elevated to tho Presidency with 
such a motley host upon his hack as the Democratic 
party is to-day? 
DEMOCRACY OF THE SOUTH. 
That party as uow constituted is indeed a wonder­ 
ful mixture of elements. 
I shall certainly not ques 
tion the conviction* and the motives of the cnlight 
eued and patriotic men that are iu it who rae&Q U 
do the best they can for the country with the means 
they have ; but it is not unjust to them to say that 
many of thorn are undoubtedly not without their 
misgivings os to the latter, and are held where they 
are by the strength of lift» long associations* by the 


traditions of circles and constituencies within which 
they move and from which they have derived tneir 
position and power, and also by the opinion* grown 
from long struggles again-1 what they considered 
and what in some cases may have t>een abuses on 
the other sitie. There Is the Southern clement, of 
which I shall certainly not bo inclined to deny that 
a marked improvement has taken place in tem|»cr 
and inspirations of many of its loading men, who 
have cast the old ambitions of the war period be­ 
hind them and arc now with a patriotic spirit en­ 
deavoring to serve the country. Mid to whom there­ 
fore our esteem is due. It is also true that they be­ 
gin to be supported by a class of orderly and well- 
meaning citizens; but it is uot lees true that the\ 
find themselves hampered and clogged by the noisy 
faction In th tir constituencies, who, whether they 
are a majority or not, endeavor, and I regret to sav­ 
in many instances successfully, to impress their 
temper uuon the character of the Southern politics; 
STILL SMARTING UNDER THE DEFEATS OF WAR, 
And the losses which those defeats had brought 
upon them ; some of them with a sullen feeliugthat 
those defeats were an insult as well as a wrong to 
them, for which, in some wav, they must have sat­ 
isfaction ; with a vague desire to retrieve of the old 
conditiou of things something they donut know ex­ 
actly w hat; and withal insisting that something is 
due to them as Southern men in politics, as well as 
iu society, and iu their worldly fortunes as compared 
with the rest of m ankind; rather reckless of the 
rights of others ; with financial ideas destitute of a 
due regard for the g«»od faith of the country; in­ 
clined to fly to any money system which they vague­ 
ly think can be’ manipulated so as to make them 
rich again by legerdemain ; deeming it due to them 
that large appropriations should lie made for their 
particular benefit, fur all imaginable purpose*, good, 
bad and iudiffereut, merely to pour money into that 
sectiou of the country ; with scarcely any traditions 
iu government, except such as existed in their State* 
before the war, and the reactionary desires and at­ 
tempts of the party immediately after i t ; with ap­ 
petites 8harf>ened hy long exclusion from power and 
the sweets of office, and greedy to make the most of 
tliat if they can obtain it. 
THE NORTHERN DEMOCRACY. 
There is the Northern Democracy, also with meu 
of statesman like instincts in it and excellent inten­ 
tions, but behind them a large number of restless 
and ambitious politicians who, for twenty years, 
have been boxing the compass to find some princi­ 
ple or some ; oticy, to avail themselves <*f some 
passion or some prejudice by wliich they might wiu 
an election and regain the possession of power. 
The Democracy has bail the misfortune of exercis­ 
ing a remarkable power of attraction for the ad­ 
venturous, and even the dangerous elements of our 
population ; and its attempts to regain power by all 
sorts of devices, ami the advocacy of all sorts of 
principles and policies has gathered under its ban­ 
ner so many divergent tendencies and incongruous 
elements, held together by the only desire to regain 
the spoils of government, that when the party 
comes into power nobody can te.l which element 
will he uppermost in strength and determine the 
current of its policy. 
We find there the hardest of 
hard-money men hand in hand with the wildest of 
inflationists, the freest of free-traders and the 
stiffest of protectionists; we find them m their 
platforms declare g for the restoration of specie 
payments to satisfy one part and the 
REPEAL OF THE RESUMPTION LAW 
In the same sentence to satisfy the other part of the 
organization We find men who would scorn the 
i«lea of faithlessness to our national obligations in 
the closest alliance and co-operation with thoee who 
repudiated their debt* in their own States, and who 
would not hesitate a moment to repudiate the debts 
of the Republic. We find men sincerely desirous «*f 
cultivating among the Southern people the heartiest 
sentiments of loyaltv to the Republic and respect for 
the rights of all, irrespective of color, and by their 
side men who still think that their own rights are 
worth nothing unless they are |»ennitted to oppress 
the rights of others. Upon these different elements 
the official declarations of platform* have not the 
leaat effect. While the party iu its National Con­ 
vention declare* for sj>ccie payments, that does 
not h ndera moment Democratic Congressmen from 
opposing resumption in Congress, or the Democrats 
in Ohio from nominating their inflation leader, Gen­ 
eral Ewing, or the Democrats in Indiana from nom­ 
inating the [fiat-money man, Landers, for the Gov­ 
ernorship of those States; nor does it prevent the 
Democrats in many of the Western and Southern 
States from pursuing their greenback agitation as 
lustily a* before. 
INCONSISTENCY. 
While they declare fur an observance of our na­ 
tional obligations, that does not hinder the Demo­ 
crats in many of the Southern States from going on 
in their work of local repudiation, and declaring 
that local repudiation is so good a thing that it 
ought to be made general. Now consider that, if 
General Hancock can ever be elected, it must be a 
very hearty cooperation of all these element*—the 
Greenhack-Democrats in Ohio, Maine and Indiana 
and the West ami South, with the hard-money men 
in New York, New Jersey and other States; the 
protectionists in one quarter and the free-traders iu 
another; the war Democrats in the North and the 
reactionary elements elsewhere, and to all these ele­ 
ments together, General Hancock, if successful at 
all, will owe his success; and all those elements, if 
the successful j»arty is to he maintained in its 
strength and continued in power, must he satisfied 
in order to hold them together. That will he the 
situation and such the problem which the soldier, to 
whom political science and management so far have 
beenla sealed book, will have to solve. 
WHAT WILL HE DO 
To satisfy the hard-money men w ith nit driving the 
Grce backers away? What will he do to keep the 
Grcenbackers in the party w ithout betraying the 
principles of the hard-money meu? How will he 
sat sfy the Southern element, that claims i© have 
been robbed by an anti-slavery war, aad at the same 
time keep the management of the Government 
within the bounds «*f economy and propitiate the 
Northern taxpayer? How will he content the South­ 
ern men in the distribution of offices, who will claim 
that they havo furnished the majority of votes and 
are therefore entitled to the lion’s share ! And how 
will he keep the Northern Democracy in good spir­ 
its and in working order hy a distribution of the 
patronage which will app ase the 1 ungcr of twenty 
years? And these problems lie will have to solve 
not in the quiet of the closet, surrounded by a few 
able counselors in peaceful consultation, but quick- 
lv, under the bewildering pressure «>f not a hundred 
hut thousands of eager politicians, who fill the ear 
with bahei of sound and w ith a pandemonium of 
conflicting ambitions. 
Let us see now what, in view 
of all this, we have a nght to expect from a Demo­ 
cratic victory. 
Is it the maintenance of our public 
faith? While there are prominent opponents of re­ 
pudiation in the Democratic party, it is a notorious 
fact that all the elements hostile to the constitu­ 
tional discharged of our national obligati«>ns have 
also gathered under the same banner. Nearly all, 
if not all the States that have repudiated or speak «>f 
REPUDIATING THEIR OWN DEBTS 
Are Democratic States, with heavy Democratic ma­ 
jorities, furnishing Democratic electoral votes aud 
Congressmen. 
Who will tell me that it is certain 
they will he more conscientious with regard to the 
national debt than they showed themselves with re­ 
gard to their own? Have we a right to expect a 
sound financial policy ? While there are many good, 
sound money men in the Democratic party, it is 
equally well known that the Democratic party has 
irresistibly attracted to its fold a very large majori­ 
ty of the Green hackers, inflationists, and riat-monev 
men. It has, indeed, in its national platforms of 
late declared for sound money ; but in 1876, while it 
pronounced for resumption it demanded at the same 
time the repeal of the resumption law. What would 
have become of resumption had the resumption law 
been re]«caled? 
But while thus sjleaking of sound 
inouey in their national platforms, is it not equally 
true in a large number of the States the most promi­ 
nent inflationists are put forward for the highest 
honors, followed by the masses of their party? So 
General Ewing, in Ohio, so General Butler, in Massa­ 
chusetts, so Mr. Landers, in Indiana ; while in 
many of the Wes em and most of the Southern 
States the Democrats almost en masse represent un­ 
sound financial ideas. 
Is it not true that, to the 
k cry last, resumption was opposed in Congres3 by 
Democratic Congressmen? 
Why, when General 
Hancock was nominated the attraction for the 
Greenbacker* seemed to ho so strong that the vener­ 
able Peter Cooper aud General Sam Cary of Ohio 
were among the first to pay their devotion and wish 
him success 
FRUITS OF A DEMOCRATIC VICTORY. 
Now, can anybody foretell what will happen in 
these respects in caso of a Democratic victory ? In 
fact, we do not know w’hether the advocates of the 
public faith or the repudiationists, whether the 
luird-money men or the inflationists, are the strong­ 
est element in the Democratic party throughout the 
country, and which of these elements will control 
its policy. In voting the Democratic ticket you will 
take a gambling chance, that chance being rather 
against you? But cue thing is certain, that the 
Democratic party, in it9 fashion, will reform tho 
civil service. That it wili certainly d o ; it will do it 
according to an old Democratic principle, “ to the 
victors belong the spoils.” That principle ia of 
Democratic origin, and the Democratic party has 
adhered to it with a fidelity worthy of the beat 
cause. Other parties were infected by it, hut the 
Democratic party may claim the glory of its jiater- 
nity and of it* most unswerving advocacy. When 
the Democracy, therefore, speaks of a reform of the 
civil service, the meaning of that term, in the light 
of history and of the tendencies at present prevail­ 
ing, can be nothing else than that the reform shall 
consist in putting out all the Republicans and put­ 
ting all Democrats in their places. How* the North 
and South would shake over the bloody chasm filled 
with such good things ! 
CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 
I repeat, it is an almost universally acknowledged 
fact that at present the public business is, on the 
whole, well and honestly conducted iu the Govern­ 
ment offices. Tho revenues are collected with re­ 
markable fidelity, and never in tho history of the 
country has t h e I o s p in their collection been as small 
as now. Iji some of its branches it has almost en­ 
tirely di? appeared. The postal service is acknow l­ 
edged to be more than ever ably, honestly, and 
efficiently done. Even in those branches of the pub­ 
lic service which, more than others, have almost 
from the beginning of the Government borne the 
reputation of being inefficient and corrupt, such as 
thi; land and especially the Indian service, cases of 
peculation and roguery havo become comparatively 
rare, and the general efficiency of officers is very 
much improved; and I speak of this w ith assurance, 
for the reason that I am conversant with the details. 
I Mr. Schurz here gave in full detail the methods 
employed now in appointing to the civil service.] In 
spite of the imperfections of the methods followed, 
the result has been that the public business is rec­ 
ognized to be conducted now in a more business-like 
manner than before, and that the efficiency of the 
service has been lifted up to a much higher stand­ 
ard. 
THE SPOILS SYSTEM. 
Now substitute for this the Democratic reform, 
making a clean sweep according to the old spoils 
system, aud what will you have? Hundreds of 
thousand! of politicians, great and small, but all 
hungry, rushing for 70,C0U or 80,0C>0 places, backed 
an«l pressed by every Democratic Congressman and 
every Democratic committee in the land. This im­ 
petuous rush must he satisfied as rapidly as possible, 
for they want to make the best of tbeir time, ami 
in this case, as well as others, limo is money. It i* 
uieless to disguise i t : tho masses of office-seekers, 
starved for twenty yeaxs, will not l>o turned b*u.A as 
long as there is a mouthful on the table. S^ve» ty 
or eighty thousand officers, selected at r&mhjm from 
that multitude of iw ito u a applicants, wiU he put 


into places held now mostly by men of tried capac­ 
ity and experience. They must be taktn at random, 
for it is impossible to fill’s** large a number of places 
in so short a time as the furi«»us demand will permit 
in any other way. 
It is useltss to say that the Dem­ 
ocratic party contains a sufficient number of men of 
ability and integrity to fill all those place*. No 
doubt it does. 
But it is absolutely impossible for 
those who have 
THE APPOINTING POWER, 
Even if they were ever so well disposed, to make 
careful Selections for so many tin urand places in a 
short time, especially considering the fact that usu­ 
ally the least worthy applicants are among the most 
clamorous and the most skillful in securing the 
strongest political indorsement*. Need I tell the 
ta\}*ayers what such an experiment will cost? I am 
willing to assume that General Hancock entertains 
the boot possible intentions, and even that he may 
form for himself a plan of action intended to obviate 
these difficulties and disasters. He may possibly 
tell you so, and mean what he sai s. 
Yet is it not 
obvious that, having no exj*e:iouco whatever in po­ 
litical life, he will l*e completely nt the mercy of 
wind and waves, and that there w*ill bo a power <*f 
wind rn the Democratic victory alamo ring forth© 
spoil* strong enough to upset the ingenuity of the 
firmest and most skilled politician in his party ? No 
prudent citizen can fail tobe repelled by such pms- 
pect* unless equally great or greater dangers threat 
en from the otberside. 
LOOK AT THE OTHER SIDE. 
Let us look at the other side now. 
1 am certainly 
not one of thuse who would as crt that the Repub­ 
lican party h.is been without fault. 1 Lave been 
one o f its most unsparing critics, and have been un­ 
sparingly criticised myself. The Republican party 
has undoubtedly made .a great many mistakes. 
I 
will not go back to the period of ree*instruction and 
an absolved Southern policy, become that lies far 
behind us, and is not an issue iu this campaign. Its 
constitutional results have become sttth n u nts, ac­ 
cented by both sides in profession at least, ami the 
policy of force after th*i read mission «>f the late 
rebel States has, under this administratis©, yielded 
to a scrupulous rule of constitutional principles. 
Neither would I deny that, with regard t<> tho 
question of the public debt at cue time and to the 
curreucy question for a moro extended period, 
there was in tho Republican party an antagonism 
of opinions, a contest of conflicting ends. 
For a 
seasou the party seemed to stumble along with an 
uncertain srait; but it ha* always had an u erring 
instinct which iu the etui made it turn right sitie up, 
aud then it kept right side up. When in 18C9 the 
Republican majority in Congress declared for the 
payment of the public debt, principal and interest, 
in coin, there was the end, once ami forever, of 
THE REPUDIATION MOVEMENT, 
Open and disguised, in the Republican party. When 
iu 1875 the Republican majority in Congress fussed 
the Resumption Act, there was the end, once and 
forever, of the unredeemable paper-money business 
in the Republican party. Thot-e who remained re- 
pudiationists or fiat money men did not remain Re­ 
publicans, at least not the leader* o f the party. 
They tried their luck for sometime inside of it; 
then they left it, and became independent Grccn- 
backers, and finally most of them landed in the 
Democratic party, as the Democratic Greenbacker*, 
who for a time became Independents mostly went 
back there. General Weaver and his followers are 
still in the intermediate state, hut w ill no doubt 
finally materialize as sound Democrats. But w hile 
the Democratic party has been attracting such ele­ 
menta, the Republican party has been either con­ 
verting them to sound principles or ejecting them 
until they almost wholly disappeared among itsc« m- 
ponentpart. Thus it has become emphaticdly the 
protector of the national taith und the party of 
souud money. 
I have no doubt that the disagree­ 
ments still existing upon financial subjects of minor 
im]»ortance in the Republican party w ill be solved in 
the same way after mature discussion. 
In this way 
the Republican party, steadily progressing in an en­ 
lightened perception id the principles of sound 
finance, has become the reliable w and money party 
of the country, to which, as parties now are, 
THE SOLUTION OF NEW FINANCIAL PROBLEMS 
Can alone be safely trusted. And how magnificently 
do the effects of the results already achiettxi appear 
in the revival of our prosperity ! Indeed, not only 
in the traditions and good sense of the Republican 
party do you find the best security there is at pres­ 
ent for the sanctity of our natioual faith, as well a* 
a successful management of the financial policj ; 
you find equal sec*tftty in the known opinions and 
principles of its landi’date, James A. Garfield, 
lii* 
convictions on these subjects have not found their 
first and best proclamation in the platform of his 
party or in his letter of acceptance. Ills record of 
nearly twenty years of Congressional at-rvice is not a 
blank on the great questions of the times, like that 
of his opponent. There is not a pha*e of the qu-'f- 
tion of our natioual obligations ; there is not a po,(u t 
of financial policy, from the first day that the sub­ 
ject w as considera! in Congress sii.ee he became a 
member of that body to the present hour, that he 
has not discussed with an ability and strength, a lu­ 
cidity of argument, amplitude of knowledge and 
firmness of conviction, placing him iu the first rank 
of the defenders of sound principles. 
IF YOU WANT TO STUDY THE REASONS 
Why the public faith sh«)uld be inviolably main- 
taiued, w hy an irredeemable paper currency is, and 
always has been, a curse to all the economic inter­ 
ests of this and all other countries, why confidence 
can be restored and maintained* why business can 
obtain a healthy development, why foreign com­ 
merce can he m«»st profitably cnnda«ted only with a. 
money system of stable ami intriu-ic value, you will 
find in the speeches of James A. Garfield up» u this 
subject the most instructive ami convincing infor­ 
mation. You will find there opinions not suddenly 
made up to order to suit an opportunity and the 
necessities of a candidate in an election, hut the 
convictions of a lifetime, carefully matured by con­ 
scientious research and large inquiry, and main­ 
tained with powerful reason, before the.v bad become 
generally popular. You find there a teacher, states­ 
man, and a leader in a great movement, with prin­ 
ciples so fiimly grounded in his mind .is well as his 
conscience, that he would uphold them even were 
they not supported by a powerful party at his hack. 
There is double assurance, therefore, in the tradi­ 
tions and acts of the party and in the character of 
the leader at its head. As to the civil service, I 
have stated to you what, in my opinion, its condi­ 
tion is to day, and that opinion accords, 1 think, 
with that of every fail minded observer. As t»> 
what it w ill become in case of 
A REPUBLICAN VICTORY, 
I shall not predict the millennium, neither from the 
knowledge I have of the obstacle* in the way of a 
p rman» nt reform on sound principles, nor from 
the party platform, nor fr«*m the last utterance of 
the candidate. One thing, however, may be taken 
for certain the administrative mad incry of the 
Government will not be suddenly taken to pieces 
and be disorganized, to be reeorap**sed of raw ma­ 
terial. In so far as it has shown itself honest, and 
efficient, it will be preserved in its integrity and 
efficiency, and, upon the good foundations lakl, 
there is reason for assurance that it w.U be devci- 
ojieil to greater perfection. 
And now I appeal to the conservative citizens of 
the Republic, to you who derire the public faith 
sacredly maintained, wh-re will you go? Can you, 
in view’ of the present circumstances, conscientious­ 
ly go to the Democratic party? You will, indeed, 
find there not a few meu who thiuk as you do ; hut 
with them you will find closely allied in party Inter­ 
est all those elements to whom ou* natioual obliga­ 
tions are the foot-ball of momentary advantage. 
You will find on that si«le every State that has re­ 
pudiated or speaks of repudiating its public d eb t; 
you will find there all those who decried the public 
creditor as the public enemy, and whom no loyal 
tradition and impulses attaches to the national 
honor. You will find there a party, inside of which 
the public faith has still 
TO FIGHT A BATTLE 
With its enemies, without any certainly of its i«8\ie.

The W ard Presidents of the San Fran­ 
cisco Workingmen have been struggling 
w ith this proposition : 
“ Resolved, That 
“ no person shall be eligible to a nomina- 
“ tion in this patty who takes a pledge lie- 
“ fore a nominating Convention and fails to 
“ keep the same after being elected.” The 
fact that every person elected on the 
AVorkingmen’a ticket has repudiated his 
pledges, and th a t every such repudiator 
has laughed to scorn the demands of the 
party for his resignation, renders the situa­ 
tion etnliarrassing. 
The truth is that the 
W . P. C. has taken a circuitous and vexa­ 
tious method of learning what every prac­ 
tical politician has always known, namely, 
th a t pledges before nomination are w ith­ 
out any binding force whatever, and that 
the kind of inen who are most ready to 
take such pledges are precisely the kind of 
men most certain to break them. 
The 
plan adopted by the IV. P. C. was of a na­ 
ture to insure the candidature of the least 
trustw orthy people. 
The conspicuous lack 
of intelligence which marked all the party’s 
propositions for reform, and the singular 
ignorance of human nature which was ex 
hibited in its endeavors to make candi­ 
dates 
responsible, 
inevitably 
attached 
to 
it 
demagogues 
and 
unscrupulous 
persons. 
Thess 
saw 
that 
it 
was 
only 
necessary 
to 
talk norsense to 
gain its confidence, and only necessary to 
make libera! promises to secure its vote. 
No evidence of convictions was required, 
and on the whole the programme afforded 
unprecedented openings to a class of poli­ 
ticians generally eschewed by mare enlight­ 
ened and astute organizations. 
It w as per­ 
fectly clear to all who were not in the 
Workingmen's party that its candidates 
would break their pledges if elected, and 
it ought by this time to te apparent to the 
W orkingmen themselves that honesty and 
efficiency cannot be secured by such meth­ 
ods. 
W hen candidates promise to draw 
only half the salary allowed by the law, it 
is perfectly safe to set them down as in­ 
sincere, to say the least. 
But in fact all 
pledges are dangerous and delusive, and 
men of really strong convictions, who re­ 
spect themselves, will not take them. The

much better guarantee than glibncss of 
speech, or profuseness of promises. 


TROUBLE 
LOOMING 
U?. 


As the necessity of using force in the 
m atter of 
the Greek frontier becomes 
plainer, the Powers perceive that the situ­ 
ation is much more difficult thau it a t hrst 
appeared. 
If they are to compel the 
Forte by force of arms, there must be a 
definite understanding between them as to 
who is to use this force, and how, and 
within w hat limits. 
But as there is reason 
to apprehend that certain of the Bowers, 
finding themselves in a position of great 
advantage, might be impelled to retain the 
hold on Turkish territory so acquired, it is 
evident that the arnngem ent of the pre­ 
liminaries cannot be an easy matter. 
No 
doubt England, or France, or Austria, 
would be perfectly willing to act alone if 
the others would hold aloof, but it is a very 
different thing for the Powers to co-operate 
w ithout making more trouble than they 
cure. 
In fact it seems as though the point 
had been almost reached at which safe 
progress ends, and that henceforward every 
step connected with the Eastern question 
is likely to be dangerous and difficult.

W e publish this morning an extended 
report of the speech delivered by Secretary 
Carl Sehurz at Indianapolis on tlie 20th 
instant. 
The meager telegraphic synopsis 
of this address by no means did it 
justice, and 
we feel assured th at the 
readers of the R e c o rd -U n io n will be grati­ 
fied to have placed before them one of the 
most thoughtful, lucid and powerful argu­ 
ments that has enriched political discussion 
for a long time, 
Mr. Sehurz is in many re­ 
spects a model political speaker, and this is 
one of the very best of his efforts. 
There 
are many orators who can arouse more 
ephemeral enthusiasm ; who use gaudier 
ihetoric and more taking imagery. 
But 
for cool, quiet, sustained force, for tem per­ 
ate, clear-cut argument, for convincing 
statem ents and 
appeals 
to thoughtful 
minds, we know of no speeches which sur­ 
pass his. 
The methods which he employs, 
indeed, are as wholesome and as distinctly 
elevating as are those methods of civil 
service administration of which 
he is 
the consistent advocate. 
His abstinence 
from 
clap-trap and spread-eagleism 
is 
not only dignified in 
itself, hut flat­ 
tering to the intelligence of his au­ 
diences. 
lie addresses them as American 
citizens who are capable of reasoning, and 
he endeavors to set before them, in the 
simplest and clearest language, the facts 
and considerations which are worthy of 
being acted upon by them. 
Mr. Sehurz 
has no abuse for his opponents, no slander­ 
ous or railing accusations, no fulsome eulo­ 
gies of his own party. 
The distinguishing 
characteristic of his speech is its candor. 
I t is impossible not to feel that he is en­ 
deavoring to tell the whole truth as it ap­ 
pears to him, and th at his utterances are 
not the mere parrot repetitions of party 
shibboleths, but the deliberate results of 
conviction, acquired through honest study 
and prolonged observation. 
The speech 
we print to-day is one of those rare contri­ 
butions to campaign literature which will 
bear patient and reflective perusal. 
It 
may he read again and again w ithout los­ 
ing any of its persuasive force, and it con­ 
stitutes 
a 
really 
admirable 
resume 
of 
the 
reasons why it 
is 
neither 
expedient 
nor 
safe 
to 
intrust 
the 
control 
of 
the 
Government 
to 
the 
Democratic 
party. 
In what- he says 
of the advances which have been in re­ 
forming the civil service, Mr. Sehurz gives 
some valuable information, and at the 
same time shows that a great deal more 
has really been effected than the public 
have generally supposed. 
As a member of 
the Cabinet Mr. Sehurz has necessarily 
possessed the best facilities for ascertain­ 
ing the truth in this connection, and we do 
not think it possible to read his statem ent 
on the question carefully w ithout reaching 
the conclusion th at it would be a moat 
calamitous experiment to exchange the 
present condition of the civil service for 
th at which the Democratic party would 
inevitably 
substitute. 
Another 
point 
which Mr. Sehurz brings into prominence 
is the necessity which exists for states­ 
manlike training in the President. 
He 
makes it apparent that the head of the 
Administration really bears the brunt of 
the work of governing, and that no m atter 
how able and harmonious a Cabinet he 
may have, he cannot relieve himself of 
this laborious duty. 


The President in fact m ust be a states­ 
man if he is to do his work well, and a 
soldier, no m atter how brave and upright, 
cannot in the nature of things be versed 
in the trying and complicated business 
which falls to the chief executive. 
But 
Mr. Sehurz proceeds to show th at the con­ 
stitution of the Democratic party is such 
as to w arrant no hope that it would supply 
any deficiencies in the training of its 
leader. 
It has become a party of discord­ 
ant and dangerous doctrines. 
Inconsistent 
w ith itself, at odds with it3 own platform 
and declarations, attracting in a natural 
but very suspicious way the turbulent and 
fantastical and lawless elements every­ 
where. 
Affiliated with bulldozers and re- 
pudiators, and fiat money men, and all who 
have now or at any former time resisted 
th at march of events which has brought 
prosperity and increase 
to 
tlie 
na­ 
tion ; the Democracy stands discredited 
alike by its record and 
its elements, 
and its every movement only serves to 
emphasize the fact th at it has no other 
source of coherence than the lust of spoils. 
The Republican party has, through much 
opposition and resistance, elevated and 
greatly purified the public service. 
It 
has secured a sound currency. 
It has 
lightened the burden of the public debt. 
I t has maintained the national credit. 
It 
has largely purified and purged itself from 
the abuses which atone tim ethreatened its 
existence. 
The Democracy, on the other 
hand, has gradually gathered to itself all 
the worst elements sloughed off by its op­ 
ponents. 
I t lias united the most in­ 
congruous and discordant schools in a com­ 
mon raid upon the Treasury, 
Nothing can 
be anticipated from the success of such a 
part}’ 
but 
the sudden 
abandonment 
of 
every 
attem pt 
at 
reform, 
a 
swift 
reversion 
to 
the 
old 
spoils 
8}stem, and the letting loose, w ith power 
in their hands, of all the soft-money, 
repudiating, Mexicanizing elements in the 
land. 
To control these 
menacing and 
stormy spirits it is proposed to give us a 
man who has to take his first lesson in 
statesmanship, and whose entire training 
has been such as to unfit him for the work 
of civil administration. 
These arc the 
considerations which Mr. Sehurz so ably 
presents, and in a manner as sober and 
dispassionate as it is convincing. 
He has 
shown that it is not necessary to convict 
the Democratic party of high crimes and 
misdemeanors to demonstrate its unfitness 
for the government of the country, for 
th at its very constitution renders it in­ 
eligible and untrustw orthy. 
The present­ 
ation of this argument is masterly, and it 
could he wished th at the argumentative 
style of Mr. Sehurz was more generally 
adopted by our speaker*. 


THE NEW YORK DEMOCRATIC FRAUDS. 


The attem pt of the Wallace Committee 
to get some political capital out of the New 
York investigation has proved a disastrous 
failure, the fact being th at the evidence^ 
elicited pointed to enormous Democratic 
election frauds, instead of to Republican 
abuses. 
It was thought by the Democrats 
th at John Davenport, the Supervisor of 
Elections in New York, ceuld ho made to 
give damaging testimony in regard to the 
Republicans, hut inquiry soon develope 
the fact th at all the roguery had been on 
the other side. 
I t has long been notorious 
that as many as 40,000 fraudulent Demo­ 
cratic votes were cast at New York in 
1SCS, but it has not been so well under­ 
stood how this was effected. 
I t now ap­ 
pears th at as many as 25,000 fraudulent 
naturalizations were effected in that year, 
the Courts of such Judges as Barnard hav­ 
ing been used freely for this purpose. 
By 
these fraudulent naturalizations, and by 
wholesale repeating and other common 
tricks, the Democrats succeeded in carry* 


ing the State. I t has been a common boast 
in th at party th at it cast a quarter of a 
million more votes than the Republican at 
the last Presidential election. 
How this 
quarter of a million was made up, how­ 
ever, the Democrats do not care to inquire. 
I t was reached by fraudulent naturaliza­ 
tions and repeating at the North, and by­ 
wholesale bulldozing and ballot-box stuffing 
at the South. 
H ad the Republicans been 
dishonest enough to employ the same tac­ 
tics, they could 
have easily invented 
three or four hundred thousand more 
votes, but if both parties resorted to 
such 
rascality there would 
Boon 
be 
an 
end 
to 
republican 
government. 
Y et it must be remembered th at it is the 
Democratic party, with this fonl record, 
that has had the effrontery to put in its 
national platform this year a resolution 
pledging itself to the preservation of the 
freedom and purity of the ballot. 
No 
more striking instance of callousness and 
depravity has ever been afforded in pol­ 
itics than consists in this impudent and 
audacious pretense. 
The truth is that 
fraud at elections has for many years been 
one of the mainstays of the Democratic 
party, and th at if its methods were honest 
it could not enter into the present cam­ 
paign, it would he in eo hopeless a minor­ 
ity. 
The Wallace Committee wishes it 
had never sat, no doubt, and the Demo­ 
cratic journals have lost all interest in 
election frauds in New York. 
Henceforth 
they xvill shun th at subject, but none 
the les3 will the Democratic managers en­ 
deavor to steal the State after the old 
fashion, if the opportunity is perm itted 
them. 
I t may well he asked what possi­ 
ble hope of reform in any’ direction can lie 
associated with a party which habitually 
and as a m atter of course resorts to fraud 
whenever an election is to be held, and 
which at the same time th at it is doing its 
best to destroy the freedom and effective­ 
ness of the ballot both N orth and South, 
hypocritically pretends to be deeply con­ 
cerned for its preservation. 
The fatal de­ 
fect of the Democratic professions always 
is th at they find no exemplification in 
Democratic practices.

became a bitter enemy of the Administra­ 
tion, and his entrance into the Republican 
party was evidently not the result of con­ 
viction. 
He has been a blatant politician 
for a number of years, and many times 
self-respecting Republicans have liad occa­ 
sion to feel humiliated by his timeserving 
fulsomenes3. 
It may he doubted whether 
any political services which can be ren­ 
dered by such men really compensate for 
the moral deterioration they inflict upon 
the party that accepts them, and whether 
it would not always be the wisest as well 
as the most honest course to decline their 
assistance. 
Mr. Forney has joined the 
Democrats now, and is shouting for H an­ 
cock, but this fact only shows that at pres­ 
ent there is a natural attraction in the 
Democratic party for men of his diaphanous 
morals, and th at a gradual concentra­ 
tion of the least desirable elements is thus 
being effected. 
The Democracy is quite 
welcome to Mr. Forney and whatever lit­ 
erary talent he possesses, bu t we have no 
doubt th at he will do more harm than good 
to the new cause he ha3 espoused, aiul that 
General Hancock will have no reason to 
feel thankful for his unsolicited and nade- 
sired apostacy.

If that does not exist all attem pts 
to found a democracy must fail, and the 
French republic is not yet old enough to 
justify a jiositive opinion as to its Capacity 
for survival. 


MINING NOTES. 


CALIFORNIA. 


Rich quartz is reported at Six-Mile 
creek, near the Black Bear mine, Siskiyou 
county. 
Some prospectors struck a vein, 
and from twenty-five pounds of rock took 
$152. 
The Mammoth Blue Gravel mine, near 
Dutch Flat, is a revamped consolidation of 
12,000 acres. 1.660 of which is patented 
laud. 
In old times it sent out $17,000,000 
in dust, oue nugget bringing $5,000 cash. 


The Sebastopol mine, near Gra«s Valley, 
was worked many years ago, hut shut 
down during the Fraser river excitement, 
and has remained idle until a short time 
ago, when it passed into the hands of a 
new’ company, who are erecting new steam 
hoisting works, which will start up in the 
next ten days or two weeks. 


The present rummer seems to have been 
a favorable one for mining in Nevada 
county, says the Grass Valley Union. 
During the preceding winter and until late 
in the spring every character of mining 
was obstructed and delayed by severe 
cold, deep snows, and lastly by extraor­ 
dinary rains, bat with the advent of sum­ 
mer there has come an abundant supply of 
water for hydraulic mining, which will 
give to a n imber of the larger companies 
w ater to work entirely through the season, 
and to all a better supply than they usu­ 
ally receive. 
/ 
Actually it seems as if the era of rich 
strikes in quartz in this vicinity would 
never end, says the 
Mokelumne Hill 
Chronicle. 
Rich dex’elopments are being 
made on every hand, and each succeeding 
‘■strike” seems to surpass all its prede­ 
cessors in richness. 
The cross-cut in the 
W hisky Slide mine lately cut the ledge, 
disclosing rock 
rich beyond even the 
dreams of the proprietors. 
G reat chunks 
of quartz as big as a blacksmith’s fist, that 
were actually more than half gold, were 
shown us — the most incalculably rich 
specimens we ever saw. 
A remarkable 
feature of the ore is tlie peculiar forms in 
which the precious metal was arranged. 
The gold seemed to be disposed in geomet­ 
rical figures, octahedral and cubes predom­ 
inating, forming the most beautiful natural 
specimens we ever feasted our eyes npon. 
The W hisky Slide is certainly one of the 
most promising mines in the State, and 
when it is supplied w ith milling facilities 
it will prove one of the grandest mining 
properties west of the Rockies.

Supervisor 
Taylor rose and spoke, but Kalloch refused to 
recognize him, and began speaking from the 
chair, saying that he had the same right to 
attack the Supervisors in the Board or Elec­ 
tion Commissioners that the Supervisors had 
to attack him in the Board.

“ Cone down from the chair if you want to 
speak.” 
“ Come down on the floor of the 
house.” 
“ Taylor has the floor,” etc.] 
Kal­ 
loch continued to harangue the Board amid 
calls for adjournment and a general uproar, 
during which the Board adjourned on its own 
responsibility, and after crowding around the 
chair in a manner which for a time threat­ 
ened a resort to violence, finally broke up and 
eft the chamber.

Smith charged Sigourney with 
robbing him, and without further warning 
drew his pistol and commenced shooting at 
Sigourney. 
The first shot took effect iu Si­ 
gourney’s right shoulder. 
Sigourney ran for 
the Postoffiee, a few feet distant, and reached 
the hallway, Smith following and tiring two 
more bhots in quick succession. The second 
shot missed his victim, hut the third and last 
shot took effect near the spine and passed 
through the body. 
When the last shot was 
fired Smith was so close upon his victim that 
the powder burned and tore Sigourney’s 
coat. 
Bystanders interfered, 
and Smith 
withdrew 
and 
gave 
himself 
up 
to 
Sheriff Tompkins. Sigourney was taken to the 
National Exchange Hotel and medical assist­ 
ance was immediately lendereil, but he died 
twenty minutes after the shooting. 
Trouble 
has existed between Smith and Sigourney for 
many months. 
It appears that Sigourney 
held a mortgage on all of Smith’s property, 
which had been foreclosed, and Smith has 
been disposessed of everything save a small 
cabin to which Le had moved his family, and 
in which he is now living. This morning, by 
order of Sigourney, notice was served on 
Smith’s family to vacate the cabin or house 
in which he lived. Smith claims unfair treat­ 
ment on the part of Sigourney throughout 
his many and long transactions with him, 
and the attempt this morning to eject 
his 
family 
from 
their 
present 
very 
humble aboJe so enraged Smith that he 
sought out Sigourney and killed him. On 
the other hand, many claim that Sigourney 
was very lenient and strictly honorable in his 
many years' dealings with Smith, and after 
much hesitation was obliged to take severe 
legal measures to get his dues. The shooting 
caused iutense excitement, and is deeply re­ 
gretted by every one. Both parties are very 
well and favorably known, aud each has 
many strong personal friends. 
The funeral 
of 
Mr. Sigourney will take place here 
Wednesday at 2 p. m., under the auspices of 
Wyoming Tribe of the Order of Red Men, of 
which Order he was a member. 


S h u ck in g T rag ed y u t tu K R in d . 
O a k la n d , July 20th.—A most shocking 
tragedy occurred in this city at a hoc 
5 
o’clock this afternoon. Edward Schreder, 
Exchange Teller in the San Francisco : nil 
London Bank, walked into the office of j ir. 
Alfrtd Lefevre, a well-known and very popu­ 
lar dentist oa Eighth aud Broadway, and de­ 
liberately fired two shots at his victim, the 
first of which entered the left side two ii ches 
below the ribs, passed entirely through the 
iutestiues and imbedded itself iu the skiu on 
the opposite side of the body. The ball was 
found and extracted a short time after the 
shooting. Dr. Lefevre survived his injury 
but thirty or forty mirutes, when the re­ 
mains were conveyed to the Morgue. 
This 
tragedy has created intense excitement in our 
usually quiet and law-abiding community, 
from the fact that both of the participants 
weie highly connected socially. 
The tlayer 
of Lefevre has held his po iiion in the Lon­ 
don and Sau Francisco Bank for a long time, 
and was greatly respected by all who knew 
him, both socially and in business transac­ 
tions. 
l>r. Lefevre was one of our best 
known and highly respected citizens, having 
practiced his profession litre for many years. 
1 here are many wild stories afloat regarding 
the animus of the shooting, the chief reason 
for the horrible deed being that Lefevre had 
had criminal relations with the wife of Schre­ 
der, hut there in at present no definite proof 
of this assertion.

T h e S h o o tin g T o u rn a m e n t.— A t a special 
m eeting of the Forester Gun Club, held last 
evening, various communications concerning 
the proposed handicapping at the shoot next 
September were read. 
W hile the greater 
portion highly indorsed the action of the 
club, several from San Francisco criticised 
it adversely. 
The gun club of th at city and 
two or three individual sportsmen wrote, in­ 
dorsing the handicapping, but suggesting that 
the distance was too great as adopted, and 
also advising th at other well known shooters, 
in addition to those named, be handicapped. 
The Forester Club, after fully discussing the 
m atter, decided th at it would 6tand by its 
original action in handicapping, holding that 
the necessity for handicapping had long been 
evident, but th at it would be better at present 
only to handicap those who are well known as 
superior shots, and who won the first three 
prizes at the tournam ent last State Fair, 
and after the coming shoot had been decided, 
the handicapping for other meetings could 
be arranged according to the scores made. 
M r. Robinson, who is “ set b a ck ” to the 
greater distance for the meeting next Septem­ 
ber, twice upheld the honor of the State in 
matches 
against 
Captain Bogardus, 
the 
“ champion wing shot of the world.” 
Mr. 
M askey, in making his debut at M ilbrae a 
Í 
ear and a half ago, won the first prize over 
lobinsón by a clean score ; and Mr. Gerber 
by his brilliant record duriDg the past two 
years has placed himself in the same class 
w ith those gentlemen. There is not anything 
in the action taken by the Foresters which 
prevents any gentleman desirous of glory 
from shooting the same distance the three 
“ handicapped ” are set back to. 
The follow­ 
ing resolution was adopted by the Club last eve­ 
ning: “ That the shooting-match to take place 
during the coming State F air is given by the 
Forester Gun Club of Sacramento, and not 
by any State organization, and in controlling 
the same by handicapping and otherwise, we 
are not assuming any power not properly be­ 
longing to us, but are only exercising rights 
th at inherently are ours, and while respect­ 
fully giving attention to suggestions for­ 
warded to us, we still insist on having ex­ 
clusive and complete control of the tourna­ 
m ent to be held during the coming State 
F air ; and th at although we receive pecuniary 
aid from the State Agricultural Society, and 
hold 
our 
tournam ent 
inside 
the 
fair 
grounds, we only do 
b o for the purpose o f 
giving an opportunity to the people in general 
to witness the shooting, an equal i r a greater 
am ount of money having been offered to us 
to hold our (tournam ent eLsewhere. 
This is 
only an initiatory measure, and in the future 
we will be too well pleaded, when a State or- 
ganizatiou has been effected, to have all As­ 
sociations in the State take part in all details 
of handicapping, etc.”

The C ity Board cf Education m et last 
evening; present, a full Board, except M r. 
M cClatchy. 
The minutes of the last meet­ 
ing were read and approved. 
M rs. Charles H urley appeared before the 
Board and complained of Miss McCormick 
for harsh and improper treatm ent of her son, 
forcing him to write a note of clearance to 
her, and unnecessary humiliation of the child 
before Mrs. Seymour’s class, and improper 
reference to her (Mrs. H urley.) The question 
was raised 
th at under the recent rules 
the charge m ust be made in writing. 
The 
Presideut 
held 
th at 
the charges m ust 
be made ia writing before an investigation. 
M rs. H urley was instructed to reduce her 
charges to writing and set forth her complaint 
specifically, to which she replied th at she 
would do so and present them at a future 
meeting. 
M r. Hornblower reported from the Build­ 
ing Committee that the building at Twentieth 
and O streets could be had—the lower portion 
—for 825 a month, properly partitioned off, 
and proper outhouses erected. 
The m atter 
was laid over until the next regular meeting. 
The Board allowed the following bills:

The Superintendent reported th at three 
complaints had been laid against teachers by 
parents. 
He seut for the teachers, and two 
came, and the cases were satisfactorily set­ 
tled, but the third teacher, Miss McCormick, 
did not appear, and stated th at she wished 
the charges, if any, be made in writing. 
Mr. Hornblower read the State law, which 
provides th at the Superintendent shall bave 
“ control of the teachers,” aud held that the 
Board should sustain the authority of the Su­ 
perintendent. 
The Superintendent asked the Board to de­ 
cide if he has or had not authority to request 
or direct teachers to report to him, or attend, 
th at little m atters of complaint, liable to 
any school, may be settled without the neces­ 
sity of charges and investigation with attor­ 
neys and great publicity. 
Miss McCormick was called on to explain 
why she had not called as directed. 
She replied by asking if teachers can be re­ 
quired to attend after school hours. 
She had 
not attended because she had had a hard 
day’s work, it was very warm, and she did 
nut feel able to attend. 
Mr. Landes then 
sent a second note to her. 
She replied that 
she m ight come, but asked th at the charges 
be sent to her, be made in writing, and that 
the name of the complainant be given. 
Mr. 
Landes replied, saying the charges were not 
in writing, and lie declined to give the name 
of the complainant. She then found out cf her 
own accord who the complainant was, and went 
and asked her to come before the Board and 
make her charges. 
She wanted no private 
investigations in Mr. Landes’ office. 
The 
charges were trivial and foolish, and she 
wanted nothing hushed up. 
M r. Tracy saiJ he had himself advised the 
Superintendent to have teachers aud com­ 
plainants come to tbe Superintendent, be­ 
cause in most cases the m atter could be ad­ 
justed amicably. 
I t had been his experience 
in former years, aud he believed it good prac­ 
tice. 
H e thought Miss McCormick wrong in 
not responding. 
The Superintendent said there were many 
good reasons why he should not in advauce 
inform teachers who it is th at complains of 
them . 
T hat would often defeat the very ob­ 
ject desired. 
Mr. Hornblower held that it is the duty of 
teachers to respond to the Superintendent’s 
orders, as the law gives him “ general super­ 
vision and control of the teachers.” Such is 
the law and it m ust be obeyed. 
The Board 
alone can overrule his orders. 
The Supeiiutendent offered a resolution to 
the effect that the whole tim e of teachers be­ 
longs to the Board—the legal time. 
A motion to lay it on the table being made, 
the Superintendent withdrew the resolution. 
Miss McCormick said if the Board woul 1 i: - 
vestigate the charge it would realize bow 
teachers are placed at a disadvantage. 
If the 
Board ordered th at she m ust obey all orders 
of the Superintendent to come to his office and 
respond to his inquiries with regard to com­ 
plaints she would accede. 
Mr. Tracy replied 
to her th at it was the law above the Board, 
and as one, he held th at the Superintendent 
had made a reasonable request aud she should 
have responded. 
Miss McCormick replied 
that she understood it now, and would obey 
the law. 
She wanted no concessions, but 
would do whatever is her bounden duty. 
Some routine business, relative to moving of 
desks, tuition of non-residents, etc., was dis­ 
posed of. 
l'he Superintendent reported the 
list of punishments—corporal—inflicted oy 
teachers. 
M ost of the reports showed one or 
two pupils punished, butoue teacher reported 
ten. 
Jle sa id s m ie teachers failed to report 
as required. 
Mr. Johnson, of the Capital 
Gram m ar School, Baid he had told his teach­ 
ers w in had punished no pupils th at he 
thought it unnecessary to report. 
The question of transfers of pupils coming 
up, and of over-crowded clas-.es, the m atters 
were referred to the Superintendent and 
Principals. 
M r. Tracy protested against teacLers enter­ 
ing complaints with the Superintendent and 
Board about full classes, dr transfers, etc. 
The teachers m ust learn th at it is their duty 
to report first to their Principals, and they 
will communicate al1 that is necessary to tne 
Board. 
The selection of a Second Assistant teacher 
in the High School was entered upon, and 
Miss Lulu E. M edbery was unauimously 
elected, votes for other candidates being 
changed before announcement. 
The m atter of the bills for books for indi­ 
gent children was referred to the Superin­ 
tendent and Director Lord. 
Miss McCormick addressed the Board and 
said the m atter of transfers had grown to be 
a great trouble, and now if a teacher looks 
cross at a child application is made for a 
transfer, aud often the Superintendent makes 
them aB requested. 
She said she could not 
preserve theuniform ity of the classes or bring 
them up to a proper standard if transfers are 
to be so constantly made. 
She asked that 
the Board make transfers only. 
The Superintendent said he was governed 
in making transfers and issuing permits by 
the list of enrolled scholars as furnished by 
the principals. 
W here the parent would not 
allow a child tobe taught by a given teacher 
he tried to make a transfer to keep the peace, 
but he did not encourage insubordination or 
tranefer against the express wish of the 
teacher, except in rare instances. The wishes, 
of parents, he thought, ought to be consulted 
when it can be done w ithout injury to tho 
schools. 
Miss McCormick asked th at tbe whole 
m atter of transfers be turned over to the Su­ 
perintendent. 
Mr. Tracy asked if she and the Superin­ 
tendent could not act in harmony in the m at­ 
ter. 
Miss McCormick said no. 
She made trans­ 
fers, equalized classes, and the next day she 
would go and find the pupils changed about, 
and the effect weakened the authority cf the 
teachers. 
M r. Landes disclaimed having opposed 
Miss McCormick in any way. 
He appre­ 
ciated the difficulties of teachers and sym pa­ 
thized with them, but he also appreciated the 
rights of children and parents, and acted as 
he deemed best for all. 
He denied having 
made a great number of transfers. Probably 
tw enty would cover all, and th at would in­ 
clude those transferred because of over­ 
crowded classes. 
M r. Hornblower said it had been some time 
ago a complaint th at teachers got rid of dull 
pupils. 
Alias McCormick said th at was true, and 
tho best teachers often had the dull pupils 
pushed on them, by other teachers recom­ 
mending the child to transfer. 
The Board here cut the whole m atter short 
by adjuurniug.

RETURN OF CAPTAIN EADS AND PARTY. 


Captain Jam es B. Eads, State Engineer 
Hall, Colonel M endell aud tbe Debris Com­ 
missioners, who had been making a tour of 
inspection of the upper rivers, returned yes­ 
terday afternoon. 
The day after leaving 
Sacram ento was spent upon the Y uba river, 
starting from M arysville and following up 
the north side. 
The levees constructed to 
protect M arysville, the destruction by debris 
along the river, and the proposed location of 
dams were examined. 
In tbe evening the 
party drove to Suiartsville. 
U pon the fol­ 
lowing morning Superintendent O'Brien ol 
the hydraulic mines conducted the visitors 
about the mines and exhibited the ability of 
their works to produce detritus, by putting 
the eutire hydraulic power into concentrated 
operation, which was 7,000 iuches of water, 
and moving everything before it. 
They ex­ 
amined the dicharge of the tuunels where 
the heavy debris is 
first sluiced into the 
river. 
The fullest explanation and attention 
was given by Superintendent O'Brien, who is 
spoken of as having treated them most roy­ 
ally during their stay. 
On that evening the 
party crossed over to the Bear river, and fol­ 
lowed down as far as W heatland, when it 
took the cars to M arysville, arriving there 
Saturday evening, and took a rest over Sun­ 
day. 
Yesterday morning the citizens of 
M arysville furnished a steamer, fully sup­ 
plied and provisioned, anil took the party, 
accompanied by several prominent persons of 
that place and Sutter couuty, down as far as 
the mouth of Feather river. 
The changes 
aud localities along the river were ]>ointed 
out, showing destruction and danger from 
debris. 
A t the mouth of the river they were 
m et by the State Engineer’s 
steamer, to 
which they were transferred, and came down 
the Sacramento to this city. 
The trip was in 
every 
way 
satisfactory 
and 
successful. 
As the result of his observations in the 
ruining and 
overflowed 
regions. Captain 
E ids gives an opinion decidedly in favor of 
the practicability of arresting the flow of the 
mining debris, confining the waters of the 
rivers to their channels, and geneially favor­ 
able to the solution of the problem which the 
Board of Drainage Commissioners was cre­ 
ated to solve. H e appears to have the clearest 
possible conception of the necessity of rem­ 
edial action, and of the difficulties to be over­ 
come, aud his conclusions are in favor of the 
practicability and economic value of the work. 
L ast evening lie was called upon a t the A r­ 
cade by Hon. Jabez Turner, Hon. N. Greene 
Curtis, Hon. S. C. Denson, I,. S. Taylor and 
representatives of the press, to whom he de­ 
scribed quite at length and in a very inter­ 
esting manner the methods by which the im­ 
provements upon the Mississippi river have 
been effected, and by which the Sacramento 
can also be improved and the fast-accruing 
danger averted.

W ashington special says: 
M ajor E . W . 
Clark, Chief 01 the Revenue M arine Service, 
received a report to-day from Captain Hooper 
of the steamer Tom Corwin, sent to the A rc­ 
tic regions to relieve the imprisoned whalers. 
The rejiort was written at Ounalaska June 
7th. 
H e said he arrived there on the 3d. 
W hen he left San Francisco his crew was 
badly clothed and in poor condition, sailors 
being scarce theie. 
H e had reclntheil them 
ami taken on a full supply of A rctic fur ap­ 
parel, and they were now in a first-rate con­ 
dition for the business ia hand. 
The men 
were in excellent health and sp rits. 
During 
his four days’ stay at Ounalaska they had 
taken in 53 tons more coal and large <[uan- 
t.ities of fresh cranberries, beef, pork and 
flour. 
H e intended to sail on the 8th of 
>1 une. 
W hen he wrote the snow was still on 
the ground and the air chilly and raw, but 
there were indications that the ice in the 
Straits would soon break up so they could 
pass up through. 
H e expected to ttnd the 
N ew Bedford whalers. 
They were shut in 
last fall. The V igilant and M ount W olleston 
were just inside the Straits. H e had provisions 
enough, and intended to revictual them so they 
could proceed and spend the summer whaling, 
and come home next fall. 
A fter relieving 
the whalers the Coi win w ill proceed to cruise 
in the Arctic Ocean to look for the Bennett 
yacht Jeannette. 
Should she not be found, 
the Captain says he shall proceed to explore 
the unknown W rangle land. 
H e had con­ 
cluded not to take any additional sailors, but 
when they should arrive at St. M ichaels he 
intended to purchase dogs and sledges and 
hire drivers for a land expedition, to deter­ 
mine if possible its entire coast and geo­ 
graphical character, and whether it was 
really a sm all island or whether it is part of 
the Continent or anything else about it, so 
that hereafter it may be clearly defined on 
the map. 
The report mentions incidentally 
that the revenue agent there had just gone to 
look after a vessel said to be engaged in sell­ 
ing liquor to the Indians. 
H e expected to be 
through with his relief work by the last of 
Ju ly, and would then leave. 
Three months 
will be left for his exploration in the Arctic 
Ocean before he should try to come out. The 
officers of the Departm ent have every confi­ 
dence in the success of the expedition.
